Admiral Kempff's despatch giving 
the first definite news of the shedding 
of American blood on Chinese soil was 
turned oyer to Secretary Long as soon 
as he arrived at the department. With 
Admiral Crowninshieid, the secretary 
earrlad th« dispatch to the White 
House, where, on the pre«ddent's re- 
turn from church, it was laid before 
him. The determination was reached 
to order Admiral Remey, in command 
' Of the Asiatic aquadron, from Manilla 
to Taku, pn hoard of, t^a armored 
cruiser Brooklyn. The secretary anid 
Admiral CrownloBhleld returned to the 
navy department, wjl^era the necessary 
or^^ra mere dispatch^ to Admlxal Re- 
mey. The effect of this transfer Is to 
make Taku the headquarters of the 
A^ai^e squadron. The Brooklyn is ex- 
paotad to sail at once. If possible, as

Are the Besieged TroopH at Tien Tslr. 
Peking Ilurning. 
London, Julia 26. — The poaltlon of 
the Ihteraattoaal' foroe/in the section 

of northern China, where 10,000 men 
are striving to keep a footing and to 
succor the legations In Peking, appears 
to Increase. i« peril with every fresh 
dispatch. Peking has not been heard 
from for four diys The last dispatch 
was one iniploring aid. Admiral Sey- 
mour's column of 2,000 was last heard 
from 12 days ago. At that time It was 
Burronnded midway between Peking 
and Tien Tsln. PMribly UOW. It has 
reached Peking. 

The 3.000 Internaition.ils at Tien Tsln 
were hard praased and fighting for 
thetr lires on Thursday, and a reliev- 
ing force of Ics? than 1,000 had becu 
beaten back to Taku Friday. Observ- 
ers on the spot Think that 100,000 men 
would not ba too many to graap China 
firmly. 

The admiralty received the follow- 
ing from the British rear admiral at 
Taku: "'Only oiii^ runner has got 
through from Tien Tsln for five days. 
No Information could ba obtained ex- 
cept thajt the foreign aattlement b.-ui 
been almost entirely destroyed and 
that our people were fighting hard. 
News Is received as this telegram is 
dispatched that an attempt to relieve 
Tien Tsln on June 22 was repuKsed 
with kome loss. The allied admirals 
are working in perfect accord, with 
the Russlaa Tlca admiral aa senior 
oflScer." 

A pre?s message from Shanghai cm- 
bodies some later Information. It says: 
"Official jnipaaeae telegrams confirm 
the reports of a defeat of the allied 
forces at Tien Tsln. The foreigners 
there are now pl.aceil in a mo--t des- 
perate situation. The Russian admiral, 
Hillebrandt, sent a mixed force of 
4,000 from Taku to attempt the relief 
of Tion Tsln. Nearly half of the force 
consisted of Japanese. The remainder 
was made up of contingenta represent- 
ing the other nations. The guns of 
the Chinese around Tien Tein are su- 
perior to anything the defending Euro- 
pean force has or is likely to have for 
some time. The bombardment of Tieu 
Tain eootinued Friday. Bomb abetters 
were hastily erected by the foreign 
troops, largely constructed of wetted 
piece goods. The food supplies are In- 
suAeiant, and the continued ahelliag 
la reported to be telling terribly." 

It was reported from Shanghai that 
the allied forces had blown up the 
Taku forts and that every available 
man had been aent to the i:eUef of 
Tien Tsln. Two thousand thne hun- 
dred Chinese bodies' are alleged to have 
been cremated at Taku, and more than 
4,000 Chinese are said lO hhTa been 
killed at Tien Tein. 

Chinese runners who have arrived at 
Taku report that a foreign force was 
engaged several days ago with an over 
whelming body of Chinese 40 miles 
west of Tien Tsln. At Shanghai it is 
assumed that this foifce waa Admiral 
Seymour'a. 

The Shanghai corre.=pondent of Tlie 
Daily Express says: "I learn from a 
mandarin who at^ltliUy l^ft Peking on 
June 16, and wlio succeeded at great 
hazard in getting clear, that the Bdx- 
ars are massed around Peking and that 
more than half of the northern and 
weatara portiona of the city, including 
th9' ioMfn settlement, were aflame 
when the" mandarin left. He could tell 
nothing as to the fate of the foreign- 
ers, nor much a.s to the general eltu- 
ation. but be had heard that (ha em- 
preaa dowager waa preparing to go to

Thirty-nve P< rsons Were Killed, Some 
Falling u Pri-y to Flaiiirs «ud 
Flood — Particulars of 
If C^alaiulty. 



Atlanta, June 2j.—A passenger train 
on the Macon branch of the Southern 

railway ran into a washnut one and a 
half miles north of MciJonough, Ga., 
and was co:npl=>tely wrecked. The 
wreck caught fire and the entire train, 
with the exception of the Pullman car, 
was burned. Not a member of the tr:iln 
crew esr?.ped. Thirty-five pecpjp in all 
were killed.

The train left Macon at 7:10 p. m. 
an4 waa due in Atlanta at t:45 p. m. 
Tremendous rains, of daily occurrence 
for the past two weeks, have swollen 
all .streams in this part of the ^ulU, 
and several washouts have been rc 
ported on the different roads. Camp's 
creek, which runa into the Ocmulgee, 
wan over its banks, and Its waters had 
spread to all the loiwlands throiigl; 
which it runs. About a mile and a half 
north of McDooougb the ereek comes 
somewhat near the Southern trackri 
and running alongside it for some dis- 
tance, finally passes under the road by 
a heavy atone culvert Over that sec- 
tion of the country, presumably short- 
ly after dark, it washed out a section 
of 100 feet In length. Into this the 
swiftly moving train plunged. The 
storm was still raging and all the car 
windows were closed. The pisaengers, 
secure as they thought and sheltered 
comfortably from the inclement weath- 
er, were hurled to death without an 
instant's warning. 

Tha train, oonalsttDg of a baggar e 
ear, second-clatm coach. flrst-<'lap.' 
coach and a Pullman sleeper, was 
knocked info kindling wood by the fall. 
The wreck cauffht fire a few minutes 
after the fall and all the coaches were 
burned except the Pullman car. Ever) 
person on the train except the occu- 
pants of the Pullman car perished In 
the dlsaater. There waa no esci^ie. a« 
the heaTy Pullman ear weighted down 
the other, and the few alive In the 
sleeper were unable to render assist- 
ance to their fellow passengers. 
A.V AWFUL SL'E.VK. 

For a brief time there was stillness. 
Then the occupanta of the Pullman 
car recovered from the bewilderment, 
and after hard work manag'^d to get 
out of their car and found themselves' 
on the t^aek In the pouring rain. The 
extent of the catastrophe waa quickly 
apparent. Flames were already seeu 
coming from that part of the w reckag* 
not covered by the water. As the 
wreck iMgaa to go to pieces under the 
destructive work of both flamea and 
flood human Iwdles floated out from 
the mass and were carried down 
stream by the swift current The storm 
did not abate in fury. Flaabea of light- 
ning added to the steady glow of the 
burning train and lifted up the scene 
with fearful distinctness. 

Flagman Quinian, who waa on<s of 
tha frat to get out, at once started for 
the nearest telegraph station. Making 
his Way as rapidly is poaslble In the 
face of the blinding storm, he stumbled 
into the office at McDonougb, and after 
telling the night operator of the wreck 
fell fainting to the floor. Word waa 
quickly sent to both AttenU afid Ma* 
con, but no assistance was to be bad 
except la the bttteor ctty, aa the Inter- 
nipa4 traei prevented tha arrival Of 
any traia ftom Macon. 

Nearly the entire male population of 
McDonouKh went to the scene to reu 
der assistance, but little could be done 
br the reaou#ra, aa t^a flra kept them 
at a distancf. At dfyllght (the bodies 
that had fioatcd from the gorge were 
gathered up. A special train from At- 
lanta took doctors, ministc-rs, railroad 
oiBclala and haipera to the aceno, but 



nothing could be done save to gather 
up the bodies. As the dead were found 
they were removed to McDonough. 
Some of the bodiaa wen terribly 
burned, while othera were crushed be- 
yond recognition. The only means of 
Identification in the majority of the 
cases were letters and papers in the 
pockets of the vlctima In tha eataa 
trophe.

Moloney shoe 
factory her* his finally reaulted in vio- 
toooa, and the aitnatioo ia regarded as se- 
rious. The men and women who have 
been employed in the factory heretofore 
are all residents of Ripley, and claim that 
they have iieen nnderpaid. Frank Euth 
removed hen from Portsmouth, Ohio, 
with bis family about two months since 
and aecored employment in the factory 
as an operator of a McKay maflbine. He 
received good wag' s and had steady em- 
plovment. When the force went out on 
a strike Mr. Euth told them that he 
coulil not .iflord to join them on account 
of the indebtedness he had incuried in 
coming here, bat be expressed sympathy 
for them. Along with a few others he 
has been working regularly in finishing 
up odds and ends since the strike began, 
and has done all-round work. 

Yaaterday a committee of the atrlkers 
waited on Mr. Euth, and ordered him to 
stop work, which be did. This morning 
at 7 o'clock Mr. Euth went to the catab- 
lishment to resume his labor, and was 
standing at the Second street entrance, 
when Charles Wilea, a finisher, stepped 
up to him and asked if he was going to 
lesume work to-day. He replied in the 
affirmative, and Wilea asked him what 
kind of labor be intended to engage in. 
To this an auswer was made that it was 
none of Wiles' business. The latter drew 
a revolver and snapped it several times. 
Fearing danger Mr. Euth ran back into 
the building, procured a gun and came 
to the door. He fired two shots at Wiles, 
one of which furrewad the top of his 
head, and the other barely graaed his 
temple. 

Euth waa arreated and taken before 

Mayor Wylie, who discharged him. 

Just after the shooting a body of the 
workmen marched down to the factory, 
intent on vengeance, but every on* OOll- 
nected therewith had disappeared.

Later be bad charxe of churches 
In LexiBfttoB, Mt. Steriint, Oofington, 
Newport ami Cynthiana. Be was then 
made a Presiding Elder. Four years 
ago, owing to ill health, he retired from 
active pulpit service and lived quietly at 
his home at Lexington. Dnring his long 
career in the ministry Dr. Walker had 
filled every poaition of honor and trust 
within the realm of the Kentacky Con- 
ference, being a delegate to every Gen- 
eral Conference daring his service.
